ON WOMAN'S FEAR 


By Keeping Alive $25 Debt, 
Incurred in 1896, He Col- 
lects $500 in 15 Years. 


DEATH ENDS HER WORRY. 


would discover a trivial act of disobedience, 
committed long ago to save her son from his 
father’s displeasure, a Chicago loan shark 
battened mercilessly for fifteen years 

When his own death ended the blood har- 
vest—so far as he was concerned—the shark 
had collected from her, on a debt of $25, more 
than $500, or twenty times the original 
amount—representing every cent she could 
save in fifteen years from a meager household 
allowance. 

But the persecutor’s death did not end his 
victim’s travail. Morning found the loan 
shark's son at the woman’s door, the old note 
in his bhand—and the old demand on his 
tongue. This time he was overheard; the 
women confessed; and the Chicago Legal 
Aid society ended yesterday in ten minutes 
the shadow of fifteen years. They threatened 
the loan shark’s son with er The 
notes were canceled 


Began with Suit of Clothes. 

In 1896 John H. Murphy Jr. bought the suit 
of clothes which was to cost his mother her 
peace of mind until 1911. The son then was 
21 years old. He is 36 naw. His father, an 
office building engineer with a smallsalary— 
about §60 a month—had warned him not to 
buy anything on credit. The sult cost $25. 
N was bought on credit. 

For three months the boy warded off dis- 
covery. Then when his creditors threatened 
to sue him he confided in his mother. To 
them the situation seemed desperate. The 
father had promised drastic punishment. 
The mother feared that would mean her 
son’s departure from home. In this distress 
she went to the loan shark. 

The loan shark was glad to see her. He 
lent her the $25, taking her household furni- 
ture as security. His fees would be only 10 
per cent a month. The debt was paid. The 
boy was saved. And then angen the moth- 
ers expiation. 


Shark Forces Renewals. 

The shark had karned she did not want 
her bueband to know of the loan. He had 
also discovered that she could neither read 
nor write—another valuable point. When the 
debt was within $5 of being squared—a 
process which hed involved tremendous 
deprivation for the woman—the shark called. 

He threatened. He informed his victim 
that the entire debt had to be paid at once. 
She had §2 Fearful of exposure she was 
forced to renew the note The loan shark 
was as fearful of losing the account. 

The loan Shark always made it a point 
to cali im the afternoon when the husband 
and the other son, Joseph J. Murphy, were 
absent. Mrs. Murphy always paid, except 
when she bad no money. On these occasions 
she signed renewale—with her mark. 

On Nov. 26, 1911, the loan shark died. The 
next day the loan shark’s son called at Mre. 
Murphy's residence, 3651 Harvard street, 
with the same old threat. But he called at 
the wrong time. Joseph, the woman's son, 
was at home. He heard the loan shark's 
son bullying bie mother. Three at a time 
he came down the stairs, andi the loan shark’s 
pon fied. Then Mrs. W. E. Boyes, superin- 
tendent of the Legal Aid society and Guy 
M. Blake. the society's attorney, got busy.

Gen. Henry Strong’s Will Ig- 
nores the Divorced Wife 
of His Son Gordon. 


PRINCIPAL PUT IN TRUST.

The will of Gen. Henry Strong of Lake 
Geneva, Wis., father of Gordon Strong of 
Chicago, yesterday was filed for probate at 
Elkhorn, Wis. The value of the estate is esti- 
mated at $5,000,000. 

No provision is made, it is understood, for 
Mrs. Margaret Hubbard Strong, the divorced 
wife of Gordon Strong. It was recently an- 
nounced Mrs. Strong would geek an annul- 
ment of her divorce in order that she might 
secure an alimony settlement more favorable 
than that she received with her decree. 

The terme of the settlement gave her $5,000 
a year for seven years, $5,500 for the gu- 
ceeding ten years, and $6,000 for the remain- 
der of her life, 


Bducational Fund Established. 

The will of Gen. Strong provides that 6 per 
cent of the net income of the estate, minus 
the homestead and a few small bequests, 
shall constitute am educationa) fund. A 
codicil provides that the fund is to be dis- 
tributed among students of western and 
southern state universities and schools. Not 
more than $600 a year is to go to any one 
student and none to any student older than 
25 years. It is estimated that the fund will 
amount to $15,000 or more a year. 

Gen. Strong gave as his reason for estab- 
lishing the fund, in the language of the will, 
that he was “impressed with the value of 
education, Mterary, scientific, or mechanical, 
to every young person, male or female, start- 
ing life.” He provided that at least two of the 
beneficiaries should be residents of Walworth 
county, Wisconsin. 

A majority of Gen. Strong’s children, dur 
ing their lifetime, and a majority of his adult 
grandchildren thereafter are to designate 
the beneficiaries. In case of their failure to 
nominate beneficiaries the Northern Trust 
company, named as executor of the estate, 10 
to make the selection. No descendant of the 
testator may become a beneficiary of the edu- 
cational fund. 

The homestead at Lake Geneva, Wia, 
which consists of thirty-seven acres with a 
1.200 foot frontage on the lake, is devised 
outright to Gen. Strong’s four children, Mrs. 
Charles Denison of Denver, Col.; Mrs. Theo- 
dore Sheldon, Mrs. John A. Jameson, and 
Gordon Strong of Chicago. 


“Trust” May Last a Century. 

The remainder of the estate, except for 
some small bequesta, is given to the North- 
ern Trust company as trustee to be held in 
trust for the testator’s children and their 
descendants for twenty-one years after the 
death of his now living children and grand- 
children. The youngest grandchild is now 
2 years old, so that if the grandchildren live 
to be 82, the age of Gen. Strong when he 
died on Oct. 21 last, the trust will continue 
upwerds of 100 years, and more than $1,500,- 
000 will be expended through the educational 
fund. 

One-half the net Income of the estate after 
the setting aside of the educational fund is 
to be used during a period of twenty years 
as a permanent fund for the upkeep of the 
estate property, and the other half is to 
be palé to Gen. Strong's children and de- 
scendants. The entire net income, nde 
from the 6 per cent paid to the educational 
fund, is to be pald them after the twenty 
year period. The principal of the estate is 
to be divided among Gen. Strong's de- 
scendanta only at one Sears tios of the trust.

There need not 
necessarily be subpoenas issued to have the 
McNamara brothers testify before the fed- 
eral grand jury,“ tonight said Oscar Lawler, 
special prosecutor of the United States gov- 
ernment in the alleged nationwide dynamit- 
ing conspiracy. “A subpcena is issued only. 
to force a man to testify.’ 

This assertion was taken to mean that 
when the federal grand jury was ready to- 
morrow to hear the testimony concerning the 
alleged conspiracies the McNamaras merely 
weuld be sent for and taken to the federal 


‘pullding by Sheriff Hammel. 


Asked concerning the service of subpeenas, 
Ciarence 8..Darrow, counsel! for the prisoners, 
remarked that though no subpcenas had been 
served, unofficial notice had been given the 
brothers that they would be called tomorrow 
before the federal grand jury. 

“I don’t think they will say much,“ com- 
mented Mr. Darrow. 
There is a persistent rumor that three 
prominent labor leaders of California would 
be called before the grand jury and that the 
grand jury would cite one of the biggest 
labor leaders in the country to appear be- 
fore it. 


Discuss McManigal Confession. 
Mr. Lawler had a conference today with 
Malcolm McLaren, agent oF the detective 
agency which arrested the McNamaras and 
at which the confes- 
sions of McManigal were considered. Mc- 
Manigal probably will appear before the fed- 
eral grand jury. 

A report that Milton A. Schmidt and David 
Caplin, indicted for murder in connection 
with the Times dynamiting, were about to 
be arrested in the east aroused great inter- 
est. Except James B. McNamara himself, 
Schmidt is said to know more about the 
Times disaster than any other man.. 

James B. McNamara today became defend- 
ant in a $60,000 damage sult, brought by 
Louise M. Sawyer, widow of Robert L. Saw- 
yer, a telegraph operator killed in the Times 
explosion. 


Close Watch on Gompers. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 6.—That the federal 
government has been watching the move- 
ments of Samuel Gompers, was made known 
tonight when United States Attorney Miller 
told of a secret Washington conference hel4 
between the labor head and Prosecutor Baker 
of this county. In reply to Mr. Gompers, who 
said the district attorney was impertinent, 
Mr. Miller said: 

“Mr. Gompers insists that his position is 
secure and his attitude consistent, but he is 
tender and touchy since his credulity was 
imposed upon by the statements made by the 
McNamara brothers. 

Because I was quoted as saying that, in 
my opinion, ‘Gompers is an unsafe leader.’ 
he passionately exclaims that he is not afraid 
of being prosecuted. 


Urges Gompers to Talk. 

“Mr. Gompers and the prosecuting attor- 
ney of Marion county can, if they will, in- 
form the people just what took place at their 
Washington conference’ about six weeks 
ago. A full statement made by these gen- 
tlemen may make it necessary for the Marion 
county prosecutor to go again to Washington 
to get Gompers’ advice as to how the laws 
of Indiana are not to be enforced.”’ 

Letters were sent out today from the head- 
quarters of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers to the 
members of the executive board, in various 
cities, asking them to express their opinions 
as to whether or not it is advisable for the 
board to meet at this time to consider the 
effect of the outcome of the McNamara case. 
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Three Important Measures. 

There were three important measures to be

MEET IN ATLANTIC CITY. 


National Body Decides to Con- 
vene in the East, with Des 
Moines Second Choice. 


National Chairman Charles R. Jones and 
the “administration” of the Prohibition 
party were indorsed last night by the Pro- 
hibition national committee. The vote was 
The decisive 
test was taken at midnight after sixteen con- 
tinuous hours of relentless battle between 
the factions.. 

For a brief period in the eevning there was 
a cessation of hostilities to permit the com- 
mittee to choose the place and date for the 
national nominating convention 0f 1912. On 
the second ballot aura City, N. J., was 
chosen. 

The date was left to the national chairman, 
providing it be between June 20 and July 20 
aud in a week which did not conflictfvith 
the Republican or Democratic conventions. 


Atlantic City Wins Convention. 

On the first ballot there were twenty-five 
votes for Atlantic City, fourteen for Des 
Moines, nine for Milwaukee, and three for 
Los Angeles. The second ballot sent the con- 
vention to Atlantic City with twenty-nine 
votes to nineteen for Des Moines and seven 
for Milwaukee. 

The resolution of vindication for Chairman 
Jones was offered by E. W. Pitt of New York 
and was supported by the men who are in 
control of the national organization, in which 
conspicuous members are Dr. Samuel Dickie 
of Michigan, National Treasurer Felix T. 
McWhirtér of Indianapolis, and Alonzo E. 
Wilson of Illinois. 

Against these were arrayed the so-called 
“insurgents,” led by H. P. Faris of Mis- 
souri, National Secretary W. G. Calderwood 
of Minnesota, and Oliver W. Stewart of IInl- 
nols. The fight, which was marked by in- 
tense bitterness, is diagnosed as a continua- 
tion of the Stewart-Jones row, 


‘Fight Over Executive Committee. 

This was a substitute to an earlier resolu- 
tion offered by Felix T. McWhirter of Indiana 
which gave the unqualified support of the 
national committee to the Jones administra- 
tion. The substitute carried with it for a time 
an indorsemént of the actions of the execu- 
tive committee, but this was eliminated. A 
second resolution, which went into debate 
after midnight and which was eventually de- 
feated, called for the resignations of the 
members of the executive committee. 

Chairman Jones had to abandon the chair 
during the debate, and A. 8, Watkins of Ada, 
O., presided while the national chairman was 
under fire. Mr. Jones did not leave the com- 
mittee room at the Hotel La Salle, but took no 
part in the argument. 

Presidential possibilities were produced.

SEEKS UNITED EFFORT. 


Resolutions Along That Line to 
Be Presented to President 
Taft Today.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[{Special.}—

Government Will Use All 
Means to Pass Bill at the 
Present Parliament. 


INSURANCE ACT MOVES ON 


Lloyd-George’s Proposal Goes 


Through British Commons 
on Third Reading. 


LONDON, Dec. - Premier Asquith an- 
nounced in the house of commons this after- 
noon that the government would use all the 
constitutional means at its disposal to pass 
a home rule bill for Ireland during the life- 
time of the present pariiament. 

He declared this in reply to a question from 
Willlam O'Brien, member for Cork City, who 
expressed concern at a recent report that 
Mr. Asquith was trying to get the house of 
lords to throw out the home rule bill when 
it reaches the upper house. 


Means to Force the Bill. 

The premier by his announcement today 
means that he undertakes to force the home 
rule bill through three consecutive sessions 
if necessary, thus making it effective in spite 
of the opposition of the peers. 


Insurance Bill Moves Ahead. 
Chancellor David Lioyd-George’'s national 
insurance bill passed its third reading in the 
house of commons tonight by a vote of 324 
to 21. 

The Unionists for the most part abstained 
from voting because, as explained in the 
amendment moved by them, while approving 
the objects of the bill they considered it 
neither adequat ly discussed in the house nor 
adequately explained to the country.

Attempt by Premier to Coerce 
Spain Cause of Feeling. 


WANTED POWER IN MOROCCO. 


Speech on Anglo-German Relations in 
Reichstag Excites Comment. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 6.—Perturbation rules among 
politicians and diplomats over an alleged at- 
tempt by Premier Caillaux to coerce Spain 
in the matter of the latter's claim in Mo- 
rocco by threatening King Alfonso. The Re- 
publique Frangaise reproduces and confirms 
from its own sources a story which original- 
ly appeared in a Geneva paper, according to 
which M. Caillaux in an attempt to re- 
establish his own threatened political posi- 
tion tried a coup to settle the Franco-Span- 
ish difficulty. 

According to the story the French prime 
minister notified King Alfonso through an 
intermediary that he had resolved on de- 
cisive action, and if Spain resisted the Span- 
ish dynasty might be seriously endangered. 
King Alfonso, on receiving this communi- 
cation, retorted in a heated manner. 


“Spain Is Not Portugal.“ 

Spain is not Portugal, he replied. 

The Spanish king then informed Great 
Britain and other interested powers of u. 
Caillaux's: attitude. Just about this time 
Premier Calllaux in talking with Sir Francis 
L. Bertie, the British ambassador to France, 
made some astonishing remarks about the 
entente cordiale between Great Britain and 
France, 

These remarks created such a painful im- 
pression in London that President Fallieres 
was obliged to intervene and lessen their 
effect. 

The Republique Francaise says that these 
two incidents, in the unanimous opinion of 
diplomats, have shown that the leadership 
of M. Caillaux is dangerous. 

France Wary of Germany. 

A pessimistic view of the speech in the 
reichstag yesterday by the German imperial 
chancellor, Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
dealing with German-British relations, dom!i- 
nates France. The general view prevails 
that it has harmed rather than helped Anglo- 
German relations, 

The Temps regrets thet the debate between 
German and English statesmen was started, 
for the result has not been in the direction of 
conciliation and friendliness. 

The Debats ts emazed at the way in which 
the.imperial chancellor talked of German ex- 
pansion. It says that Germany is vastly mis- 
taken if it thinks it can expand by trampling 
over the bodies of its neighbors.

DOOMS CHINESE 
TO THE GALLOWS 


Choo Foo Horn Convicted of 
Killing Merchant in 
the Tong War. 


STOLIDLY. 


Confined to Cell in the Murder- 
ers’ Row“; Friends and 
Foes Hear Verdict.

Choo Foo Horn, 85 years old; the first 
Chinese ever given a death sentence in 
Cook county, was found guilty of murder 
and his punishment fixed as death by hang- 
ing. 

The Chinese, as a member of the Hip 
Sing tong, a Chinese society, was convicted 
of the murder of Lee Yip Wing, a merchant, 
by a jury in Judge George Kersten's court. 
The panel was out only forty-five minutes 
before bringing in its verdict. The twelve 
men voted guilty on the first ballot. A sec- 
ond ballot to fix the punishment resulted in 
a vote of eleven to one for hanging. On 
the third vote the jurors were unanimous 
for condemning the oriental to the gallows. 


Oriental Shows No Emotion. 

Horn received the verdict without a sign 
of emotion. The formality of receiving the 
verdict over, he walked stolidly back to his 
jail cell with a deputy sheriff after convers- 
ing a minute in monosyWables with his coun- 
gel, Attorney A. J. Bedard. 

A number of Chinese, friends and foes 
of the convicted man, were in the courtroom. 
None of either faction betrayed by the slight- 
est sign any interest in the verdict, or indi- 
cated pleasure or disappointment. 

Horn was taken back to his cell in mur- 
derers’ row and a guard was placed over 
him. His cell adjoins those of the Guelzow 
murderers. Everything with which he 
might attempt to end his life was n 
away from him. 


Find Evidence Hard to Get. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Benjamin Short 
was assisted in the prosecution by Attorney 
James Brady, employed by friends of the 
slain Chinese mérchant, and Charles Furth- 
mann, who collected most of the damaging 
evidence presented by the state. Usually in 
Chinese murder cases in Chicago it has been 
hard for prosecuting officers to get other 
members of the race to admit knowing any- 
thing of the crime even thought they may 
have been eye witnesses Horn was posi- 
tively identified as the man who shot Wing 
and wounded Moy Chun Chow, another 
Chinaman. He escaped after the murder, 
which occurred Aug. 2 last, Dut the slayer 
was captured two days later under a side- 
walk in Waukegan. 

The Horn verdict was the fifth hanging 
verdict returned in the Criminal court with- 
in ten days.

Prof. Gardner S. Williams of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan yesterday denounced the 
Lake Carriers’ association as au agency in 
keeping the Chicago death rate above nor- 
mal.

said Prof. Williams, the quantity of water 
eriginauy diverted for drainage purposes bo- 
eame insufficinet properly to perform its 
function of safely. removing the sewage of 
the rapidly growing city. An attempt was 
made to utilize the further quantity needed. 

Condemns Injunction.

- gompany engaged exciusively in the trans- 


portation of iron ore controls 37 per cent, 
prevailed upon the United States to refuse to 
Chicago the permission to protect the health 
of her 2,000,000 Inhabitants.

The taxes on this road 
land amount to $444,194 yearly, making the 
total value of the Illinois roads almost 507, - 
000 000. 

These facts were brought out at a meeting 
of the Illinois legislature's committee on 
county and township organization, roads, 
highways. and bridges, held yesterday after- 
noon at the Great Northern hotel.

Calls Road Laws Obsolete.

Consequently, we have the poorest roads in 
the country. We must have an entire new 
system of highway laws before we can make 
our public highv’eys what they should be. 
The committee will be compelled to construct 
a new road and bridge act.

No person is more grieved over the affliet- 
ed girl's sudden death than Miss Prouty, who 
had been mother to her charge for many 
years, guarding her night and day.

She went there 
at the instance of a number of her church 
friends to get Dr. Crawford to agree to dis- 
miss his appeal and have that entered on the 
church records. That is all she wants; she 
is not at all mercenary.”’ 

“Dr. Crawford refused to treat with her 
and she returned. Now we intend to fight 
the case to the end.“ 

Despite the denials of her attorney, the 
rumor is still prevalent in Woodlawn that 
Mrs. Lavender planned the trip for the pur- 
pore of putting herself right with Rev. 
Crawford. Mrs. Lavender attended prayer

Eleven Blocks Worth $10,000,- 
000 on North Side Protect- 
ed from Business Inroads. 


| LAND OWNED BY 43 MEN. 


| Lake Shore Drive Improvement 
Association Plans Beauti- 
fying Project. 


A “ millionaire colony,“ 
side by boulevards and immune from the in- 
roads of any sort of commercial house, is 
to be established almost within a mile of 
the loop. The Lake Shore drive Improve- 

ment association composed of many prom- 
ment north side residents, is responsible 
for the colony.“ 

The district which is planned as the most 
exclusive resicential section in Chicago is 
bounded on the east and north by the lake, 
on the west by Lincoln Park boulevard, and 
on the south by Pearson street and the water 
works park. To complete the boulevard 
boundaries, arrangements already are under 
way to make a boulevard out of Pearson 
street. 

The eleven blocks of land comprising the 
district are worth approximately $10,000,000 


They are owned by forty-three men. making 
up the Lake Shore Drive Improvement asso- 
ciation, all of whom have bound themselves 
not to allow any sort of building to go up 
except a residence, an apartment building, 
or a hotel. 


Officers of the Association. 

The officers of the association are: Presi- 
dent. Stuart G. Shepard; vice presidents, 
Adrian C. Honoré and Louls Guenzel; gecre- 
tary, Henry N. Cooper; treasurer, Benjamin 
H. Marshall. The executive committee in- 
cludes Ogden T. McClurg, David B. Lyman 
Ir. and the officers. Among the others who 
are interested and who are owners of land 
in the district are Orrin J. Holbrook, R. Hall 
McCormick, W. J. Chalmers, Joseph De 
Frees. and Arthur B. Jones. 

The land at present is entirely clear, so 
that absolutely nothing will have to be re- 
moved. Work on several residences has 
already begun. Among those who are build- 
ing are Mr. Shepard. Mr. Marshall, and Mr. 
Holbrook. It is expected that in the next 
few days more of the owners will express in- 
tentions of bullding residences in the district. 


Redeeding Reveals Project. 

The project was announced yesterday fol- 
lowing the redeeding of the land to the 
owrers with the binding clause, which reads 
In part as follows: 

“No bullding or other structure shall be 
built upon said property prior to Jan. 1. 
1940, except private restdences, apartment 
bulldings, and hotels, and except private 
stables, garages, plants for generating and 
distributing light. power. or refrigeration, or 
the operation of laundries, or vacuum or 
other cleaning plants, When the operation of 
such stables, garages, or plants are for the 
exciusive use of the owners or lessees.” 

For several days the entire land was out of 
the hands of the owners and was held by the 
Chicago Title and Trust company. 

One of the first big projects in connection 
with the scheme is the erection of a hotel, 
which, it is said, will be a rival to anything 
in Chitago. The exact location has not been 
selected. : a

and the method of handling tuberculosis 
cattle.”

Before Beekeepers. 


Improve each shining hourt 


The busy little bee does not improve all of 
the shining hours—at least, not always. The 
Chicago-Northwestern Beekeepers’ association 
is in session at the Great Northern hotel and 
yesterday afternoon the members listened to 
an exposé of at least one bee that was about 
as industrious as a third term congressman 
with the next election two years beyond the 
legislative horizon. 

F. L. Stuebing of West Pullman has been 
Keeping bees for sixty-five years. He started 
in Germany when he was 8 years old. He is 
the oldest beekeeper of the association. 

“Bees,” said Mr. Stuebing yesterday, “are 
hard workers all right during union hours, 
but they loaf about three-fourths of the year.” 
Then Mr. Stuebing sat down und told the story 
of Bum, the wise bee who lived to be four 
seasons old—a veritable Methuselah—and never 
made a pound of honey in his life. Mr. Stueb- 
ing was acquainted personally with Bum and is. 
an authority on his career. He thought a good 
deal of him, too, because, he says, Bum ree- 
minded him of a dear friend. 


„ 


Bum was born,” began Mr. Stuebing, in 
1294. He outlived thirty generations of ordi- 
nary bees, and, except for an untimely death, 
might still be buzzing around the old hive, I 
noticed him first one warm, sunny day when 
the rest of his relatives were out gathering 
honey. Bum wasn’t. Instead, he was standing 
around kidding with the guards at the front of 
the hive, looking as if he didn’t have a care 
in the world. It struck me as peculiar, and I 
sized him up. 

He had a hooked body and long, flat wings. 
You know an old beekeeper can recognize bees 
just like a eowman recognizes cattle. It's 
cary when you learn how. After that first look 
at Bum I got interested in him and used to 
keep track of his golngs and comings. They 
were worth watching. The average bee travels 
a mile a minute. Bum never went faster than 
ten miles an hour until he got within a hun- 
dred feet of the hive. Then he speeded up and 
shot down to the door so fast you couldn't 
see him, 

— 


“The Average bee works himself to death in 


five weeks. Fact! Of course, it doesn't make 
much difference, because the queen is busy lay- 


ing eggs at the rate of 2,000 a day, so there are 


always plenty of young fellows to take his 
place. In September, when the flowers are be- 
ginning to die, the bees which happen to be alive 
start taking things easy, the queen quits laying 
eggs, and by the first of October there are about 
20,000 bees left in the average hive. With good 
luck nine-tenths of them will live through the 


winter, hardly moving a wing. Their only job is 


to take care of the brood—usually about 2,000. 

“With tLe first flowers, though, they go on 
the wing again, and by the middle of June the 
most of the 20,000 are dead. I might add that 
the summer population of a good hive is about 
60,000. 

“ Well, Bum managed to keep alive until Sep- 
tember. He had too much sense to work himself 
to death. He made about two trips after honey 
a day, took things easy, and when the winter 
rolled around climbed in with the rest of the 
bunch and went to sleep. He got away with the 
same stunt the following summer. All the other 
bees were dead before they got wise to him. 


> 


“Bum slept through another winter, sneaked 
through another summer, and was starting out 
on his fourth season when he fell in with bad 
company. Maybe the other bees had been knock- 
ing him for his failure to bring in the goods-—l 
don’t know. Anyway, Bum got in with a bunch 
of robbers and started doing a little of it on his 
own hook. 

“The robbers, you know, depend on their 
stealing abilities to ‘swipe’ honey from other 
hives. They have to get by the guards at the 
entrance and out again, but Bum was emart and 
succeeded for several weeks. Then, in the latter 
part of the summer of 1398—just about the time 
the Spanish war was ended—he got caught. 

„ heard a big buzzing and ran out with the 
idea that one of the hives was getting ready to 
swarm. Instead I found the whole population 
of Bum's hive fighting a life and death battle 
with the guards of the hive he'd been looting. 

“Nothing like it ever happened before or 
since. It was ten minutes before it struck me 
that the hive had come to regard Bum as a sort 
of patriarch—an influential citizen—and that 
they were ready to fight for him. I got a 
smoker and broke up the battle, but when I 
started looking over the dead bees I found 
Bum's body. Under his wings was the honey 
that he'd just stolen from the hive.” 

When Mr. Stuebing finished there were tears 
in his eyes. H. M. Arnd, head of the Arnd 
Honey and Bee Supply company, said he had 
never heard anything like it. So did Sam Bal- 
drich, who has been raising bees since 1861. Mr. 
Stuebing eaid nothing.

Bishop Against Churches’ Union. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 6.—[{€pecial.]—In an ad- 
dress before the synod of thé’ Episcopal diocese 
of Springfield the Rev. E. W. Osborne, D. D., 
bishop of the diocese, declared that it is impos- 
sible for the members of his faith or the church 
to enter into a movement to federate all 
churches to reach any end, no matter how desir- 
able the end may be. 

Speaking of the differences between the va- 
rious churches, especially between his own and 
others, Bishop Osborne says these differences 
are not accidental. , 

“It is this difference which is the reason for 
their beginning and which they still use as their 
justification for their existence today,” he de- 
clared. 

“Believing as we do, unity is not possible, 
and cotperation without living unity is a hollow 
thing, the more hollow because, while professing 
the churches know 
that unity does not exist, that there is rather 
a mutual distrust, a steady dislike, with some- 
times fear and sometimes contempt, and that no 
amount of external codperation can possibly re- 
move these things.” 


Church Offers Services in Labor Crisis. 


In connection with the city wide campaign 
of social education conducted by the Presby- 
terian board of church extension of Chicago 
the Rev. George B. Safford, D. D., secretary of 
the board, gave an illustrated lecture last night 
in the Third Presbyterian church, Ashland 
boulevard and Ogden avenue. .

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Graham Roll. 


HE graham roll of my family, of course, 

I consider the best roll ever made. But 

perhaps that statement is misleading. I 

simply mean that we like it better than 

any other. Or, again, we like it better 
than any other if it comes out just right, 
whieh it does if the oven is just right and it 
's cooked in an iron roll pan. 

Unless one has an excellent oven, easy to 
control—and few of us get these in rented 
apartments—the iron roll pan and the iron pop- 
ever pan as well are far more likely to insure 
good results than those of tin. The bottom 
cf the rolls are never burned—unless the whole 
roll is burned up—but may be beautifully 
caramelized, and as we know, when starch and 
Sugar are caramelized there is a splitting of 
the molecule and this much the cooking does to 
many things to make digestion easier, for these 
molecules have to be split by the digestive 
juices to a single sugar before the blood can 
take up the product. This is why the crust of 
bread is the best part, from the digestive stand- 
point, and sweeter to the taste. In many fami- 
lies “the heel” of the loaf is thrown away, 
while some people always ask for it. ©

There is one difficulty with the following 
recipe. The batter must be just thin enough 
and no thinner, if they are to be good, and 
cne has to learn by practice rather than exact 
measurement what this is like. Eggs differ in 
size and some sour milk takes up more flour 
than some a little thicker. 

Graham Rolls—One egg, one cup of sour 
milk, one tablespoon of sugar, one scant tea- 
spoon of soda, a pinch of salt, one tablespoon 
of white flour. Add graham flour to thicken. 
The batter should readily but not too easily run 
from the spoon. 

A great many graham rolls are too stitt and 
dry, even some made by the best cooks. When 
this roll is just right it is moist and makes an 
excellent cold sandwich with butter simply for 
a cold lunch. 

It takes a little longer to cook this roll in an 
iron pan, but so cooked they are more likely 
to be moist inside and have a delicious crispy 
crust. 

Graham flour breads burn quickly, and so it 
is very necessary that the oven be hot enough 
and not too hot. 

A graham roll which is rolled is much more 
difficult to make than the batter rolls, and the 
latter are or may be quite as satisfactory, 
while it takes but five minutes to stir them up. 
Molasses may be used to sweeten them, and 
this sweetening adds to that quality in graham 
which makes it one of the best foods in the 
world for those who have, or those who would 
avoid, intestinal disorders.

OMTESSE D’AVILA,” a name 


‘which appears on the title page 
of a book which made its appear 


ance last week in Paris, entitled 

“Au Fu de la Vie,“ which may 

be freely translated as Along the Thread 

of Lite,“ conceals the identity of Infanta 
Eulalie. 

This princess, who is better known to 
American: at home and abroad than any 
other member of thé reigning family of Spain, 
perhaps better than any other roy Al- per- 
sonage in Europe, is a woman of consid- 
erable cleverness and wit, whose freedom 
of expression, whose liberality of views, 
whose friendships and associations are re- 
stricted by no bonds of conventionality or 
of etiquette. 

Favorite sister of one king, aunt of an- 
other, and daughter of big hearted old Queen 
Isabella, related to most of the reigning dy- 
nasties of Europe, and a member of that 
house of Bourbon which has played so im- 
portant a role in the history of the world 
during the last few hundred years, she is 
particularly well placed to form judgments 
on events and of people, judgments that 
are completely uninfluenced by any consid- 
erations of awe for the great; and, whereas 
most commentators of contemporary life 
view things at the best from a level, she is 
enabled to look at things and at people from 
above.

Alfonso 
XII. did not live long enough to realize the

such as Fulalle, for the king died before 
the year was over. 

I may add that the union never found fa- 
vor with the people of Spain, owing to their 
pronounced prejudice against Prince An- 
thony's father, the late Duc de Montpensier, 
and ‘also because the infanta was too closely 
related to her husband by ties ef blood, be- 
ing his first cousin. 


Two children were. 1 to the couple, sons, 
both of them, Princes Alphonso and Louis 
of Orleans, Both received their education 
in England at the great college of Beau- 
mont, near Windsor, which is the Roman 
Catholic counterpart of the historic College 
of Eton. The younger, with the rank of 
infant of Spain, holds a commission in a 


cavalry regiment in the province of Cuenca. 


The elder, Prince Alphonso, was de ved 
of his title of infant and of his other — 
honors, when, on receiving orders to join 
his regiment, engaged in fighting the Moors 
at Melilla, he proceeded instead to Ceburg, 
where, Without the requisité consent of King 
Alfonse XIII. in council, he married a Prot- 
estant princess of the reigning house of 
Great Britain, youngest daughter of King 
Edward’s sallor brother, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh and of Coburg.

Details of Transaction Involving 
319-331 Madison Street 
Disclosed. 


A particularly interesting transaction re- 
corded yesterday is the sale by Jacob L.

ScORES LABOR CONDITIONS 
IN BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 
Witness Before House Committee Says 


State Near Peonage Exists in Places 
in West. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—Depicting con- 
ditions in the sugar beet fields of Colorado 
approaching peonage, James Bodkin «of 
Meade, Colo., today told the so-called sugar 
trum investigating committee of the house 
that city derellcts, recruited from the slums, 
were kept practically in a state of bondage. 

Mr. Bodkin described a system of contract 
labor in the Colorado fields and detailed the 
hardships he charged were inflicted on work- 
ing people recruited by the Great Westerm 
Sugar company. He said that a man, his 
wife, and several children, ranging from 8 
years upward, would put in from ten to six-~ 
teen hours a day at back breaking work.” 

Mr. Bodkin expressed the belief of the com- 
mittee of farmers that the sugar company 
was not paying a fair price for beets. 

It the tariff is of any benefit, the sugar 
company gets it,” said the witness. 

W. P. Willet, New York sugar expert, rec- 
ommended the adoption of the Danish system 
of internal taxation and encouragement of 
the beet sugar industry by the United States.

Flurry in Wabash Gives Rise 
to Rumors of Other Sim- 
ilar Movements. 


TOBACCO MAKES GAINS. 


Iron Market Shows Report of 
Heavy Buying, with Little 
Advance in Prices. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER. 

New York, Dec. 6.— [Special. I—The en- 
planations proffered in stock exchange cir- 
cles t y for the movements which the day’s 
trading developed were more numerous than 
the volume of transactions, or the importance 
of the day’s net changes seemed to call for. 
It is true, however, that a fairly large num- 
ber of wide price movements pointed to spe- 
cific factors bearing on individual properties 
and in a more general way upon the stock 
market position as & whole. 

It was perhaps natural after Tuesday’s an- 
nouncement regarding the proposed read- 
justment of the finances of the Wabash rail- 
road that weight should have been given to- 
day to similar reports regarding other com- 
panies, the actions of whose securities suffi- 
clently gesemble the recent movements in 
the Wabash stocks and bonds to carry the 
inference of a similar explanation. 


American Tobacco Makes Gain. 


Not all, however, of the day’s larger price changes 
were on the side of declines. A conspicuous ex- 
ample of strength was supplied by American To- 
bacco preferred, which, closing at the high price 
of the day, made a net gain of 3% points. In- 
creased confidence in the success of the plan of 
reorganization was the apparent cause of this 
upward movement, and President Taft’s reference 
to the decree in the tobacco case in his message to 
congress had a good deal to do with the assurance 
with which the success of the plan was expected. 

The introduction in congress today of a bill for 
the physical valuation of railroads and the outline 
which the day's dispatches carried of the probable 
tariff program of the house were reminders of the 
scope which the discussion in congress will take in 
respect to matters bearing on the business and 
financia] situation, but it attracted but minor at- 
tentlon in stock market circles. 

The weekly review of the tron trade shows a con- 
tinuance of the heavy buying movement of the last 
fortnight, but revealed but little advance so far 
in prices, although in some directions improvement 
is recorded. Ngvember, the Iron Age points out, 
has been the record month of the year in orders for 
both iron and finished materials, and it adds that 
present indications are that last month also marked 
the turn in the situation. Signs are not lacking, 
however, that it still is a buyers’ market. The 
production of pigiron averaged 1,150 tons a day less 
in November than in October, due to a falling off 
in the output of steel works, furnaces, which was 
only partly offset by increasdd production by mer- 
chant furnaces. 


Big Trade for U. 8. Steel. 


The Iron Trade Review points out that the United 
States Steel corporation entered more new busi- 
ness on its books in November than in any 
previous month of this year, the recent bookings 
have run better than the average of 40,000 tons 
a day.

Ultimate electrification of Chicago’s rai)- 
road terminals by the use of storage batteries 
as a motive power may be presaged by a car 
which President S. M. Felton of the Chicago 
Great Western railroad proposes to give a 
trial on the Waverly, Ia., branch of the road. 
A car of the same kind has been in use on the 
Long Island railroad for the last six months 
and has apparently proved a success. Dur- 
ing the entire period of its operation it has not 
needed repairs. 

‘The storage batteries are a perfection by 
Thomas A. Edison of an earlier invention. 
They will operate a car for 200 miles without 
recharging and only four hours are required 
for recharging. 


Sees Solution of Problems. 

“I see no reason why the storage batteries 
as they are being perfected should not solve 
the problem of electrification of terminals,” 
said Mr. Felton yesterday. The principa} 
objections of the railroads to the electrifica- 
tion of the terminals have been the cost of 
making the change and the deadly character 
of the third rail or overhead system, which, in 
my opinion, makes it impracticable in rail- 
road yards. I will be disappointed if the new 
storage battery is not perfected to such an 
extent as to make its general use feasible by 
the time Chicago is ready to electrify her 
terminals, 

“The car can be used in multiples and does 
not cost much more than a street car. Another 
advantage is that a ear or a train of these cars 


can be operated by two men inetead of four, as 
required on a steam train. 


Discuss Peavey Grain Decision. 


Traffic officials of Chicago railroada, particularly 
those of the Missouri river territory, began a 
two days’ conference yesterday to consider a 
recent decision of the United States Supreme 
court affecting the Peavey grain case and its 
application to current practices of the railroads 
in the payment of elevator charges. 

The case affected only the Union Pacific rail-. 
road, but other roads want to know where they 
stand in the matter of an allowance for elevator 
service, Local traffic men declare that they do 
not understand the decision, and seek a more en- 
lightening construction. It was said that At- 
torney Farrell of the interstate commerce com- 
mission has asked that the case be reopened, but 
for just what purpose is not known.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Prices declined owing 
partly to disappointing Liverpool advices, partly 
to persistent reports of a weakening in spot prices 
in some parts of the south owing to a pressure of 
Christmas cotton expectations of a liberal cot- 
ton crop movement for the week and finally a fall- 
ing off in the demand from the shorts. Reports in 
regard to the cotton goods trade were in some re- 
spects less encouraging. Liverpool reported free 
offerings by the south.
